GERMAN DAY CELEBRATED.

ANNIVERSARY OF THE FOUNDING OF GER-
M AN SETTLEMENTS.

Baltimore, Milwaoker, Kansas Clty, Wheel-
ing nnd Detroit Ameng the Citiea te Obe
serve the Day—Rain Sadly Interferes in
Somr Places.

BavLTiMORE, October 6.—To-day the Ger-
man-Awmericans of this city celebrated, in
memory of the men who, more than 200
years ago, founded the first German colony
in Ameriea. The ioclement wenther didn’t
prevent eothusiastic German-Americans
from attending, and the anditorium and ap-
prosches were packed. Colonel Frederick
Raine, editor and proprietor of the German
Correspondent, delivered the oration, lol-
lowed by remarks from Rev, H. Scheib and
Dr. L. H. Steiner. A torchlicht procession
finished the celebration.

A dispateh irom Milwaukee says that the
leading teature was a maguificent parade in
which elaborste and costly floats, represent-
ing the deeds of German-Awmericans in the
United States, were displayed. The public
schools were elosed and business was largely
suspended. Goversor Hourd snd Mayor
Peck reviewed the parade and afterward
delivered addresses.

At Kansas City the celebration opened
with & parade of various civic and military
organizations, visiting German Organiza-
tions, and floats representative of various
historic incidents. The parade was fol-
lowed by sppropriate exercises. Major
William Warner delivered an address in
Eoglish and Dr. E. W. Hein one in Ger-
maun.

At Wheeling the parade was sbhout ihree
miles loog, ocoupying an hour and a quar-
ter in passing a given point. This evening

Some Important Witnesses Examined
for the Prosecution.

ALL TESTIMONY SEEMS TO AGREE.

Strange Treaiment by s Pather of His In-
sane Son.

PEDESTRIAN EFFORT OF A VETSRAN

WasHINGTON, PA., October 6—The
trial of West for the murder of the Crouch
family opened to-day. Little was accom-
plished until evening, when B. V. Johnson,
a civil engineer of Canonsbarg, was called
as the first witness for the prosecution. A

chart was produced which had been
made by Mr. Jobnson, showing the
Crouch house, the ecountry surround-

ing it and the distance from certain
noints that bore upon the ease to the Crouch
honse. The tracks in the fields betwesn
West's home and the Crouch homestead, and
between the latter and Monongahela City were
shown., Tkese tracks, it isexpectad, will prove
a strong t against the defendant, when it is
proven that his shoes cansed them,

The next wituess called was Harry Main,
who was employed by the Crouches on the day
of the murder. He had been at work all duy on
the until § o'clock. He saw Andrew
Crouch a few moments before be let. Benjamin

Bedsworth was sworn. He had worked
with Maln on the Crouch farm, and
bad left sabout 280 o'elock in the

afternoon for his home on account of rain; he
did pot go to the stable with Maln, but saw
Andrew Crouch crossing a ficld near thestable.
He also had seen John Croneh, the father, dur.
ing the morning, near the house.

Follvwing this witness came Charlie Craw-
ford, the l4v.ar-old lad that discovered the
murdered persots on May 18, The lad rold the
story of his errana to the houss and his discov-
ery of the murdered family.

Alpheas Crawford, who was a member of the
exploring party that found the murdered
Crouches, was ¢alled. He toid the story of the
ghsstly find and the disturbed condition of the
house, corroboratingmunch that had previously
been said. He is the fatner of the boy who
made thestartiing ducnver{. The next witness
called was Justice David Mitchell, of Bentleys-
ville, who was also 1n the party that found the
victims of the tragedy, and corroborated the
previous testimony. After entering the kitchen
and finding the body of Mr. Crouch, the party
returned to  Bentieysville and got more
witnesses to the scene. The club which was
used in killing the people was presented and

wlentified. Dr. Dooth described the scene and
the surroundiogs, corroborating previous
testimony.

The Royal Party Plant Trees on George W,
Childs’ Grounds.

RECORD OF A DAY PROFITABLY SPENT

PHILADELPHIA, October 6.—The Comte
de Paris party reached Trenton at 11:30 A,
a1 and found a dozen carriages awaiting
them at the depot in charge of the local re-
eeption committees, consisting of Henry C.

CAUGHT IN A FINCH.

The Hnarrisborg Car Compnany May be
Obliged to Susprod Operntions.
IEPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR.A

HARRISBURG, Odtober 6.—W. T. Hild-
rup, general manager and treasurer of the
Hurrisburg Car Msnuiscturing Company,
which when in tull operation, employs sbeut
800 men, to-day addressed a circular letter
to its creditors, in which he says the corpora-
tion after 40 yeurs' existence, is compelled to
allow its notes fo go to protest and make an
assignment unless an extension of time for
the liquidation of its pressing indebtedness
is allowed, On Ssturday $10,000 and to-
day $15,000 worth of notes weni to protest.
The fuilure of the Iron Car Compauy, of
New York, is responsible for the condition
of the Harrisburg Car Manufacturing Com-
pany, the latter baving buiit cars to the
amount of §300,000 for the New York cor-
poration. These were paid in securities,
principally notes.

When tive Tron Car Company failed the
Harrisburg comnany was compelled to litt
tire discounted notessand substitute its own.
This added about §200,000 to the Harrisburg
Car Company’s floating paper and also ab-
sorbed about all the company's available
discount facilities. Every month $80,000 to
£100,000 worth of Harrisburg CarCompuny’s
paper has been selling in New York, and
this money was used in the active buxiness
of the company. The recent money flurry
in New York scared investors and the paper
of the local ear company would not sell,
Other notes came due aud a cash revenne of
§75,000 huving been lost by the failure of
certain supply concerns to furnish materials
ordered at the time agreed upon, resulting
in work not being turned out, the erisis
came., The Hurrisburg Car Company is
said to have orders tor over $500,000 worth
of cash work, and its assets are alleged to be
three times its liabilities.

An Effart to Get a Penslon for the Beotch
Widow of a Unlon Seldier—If the Gove

WasHINGTON, October 6.—In his re.
cent speech at Dundee, Scotland, which
onused such a profound sensation in Great
Britain, Mr. Andrew Carnegie contrasted
the pensions paid to individuals by the
British government with those paid to the
rank and file of soldiers in this country,
glorifying the United States for paying out
£140,000,000 & vear for that purpose, A day
or two after Mr. Carnegie was attacked by a
Tory paper, which cdlled attention to the
tact that the widow of a Scotchman who had
fonght through the War of the Rebellion in
the Union army of the United States was
permitted to suffer in destitution at that
place withont a pension.

At the request ofs Mr. Carnegie the
United States Consul, Mr, Bruce, investi-
gated the case and found that the woman
re‘erred to was the widow of Johin McEwan,
who was a private 1n Company H, Sixty-
filth Illinois Infantry. Bhe wnas imme-
diately asked to sign an applieation for a
pension which Mr. Carnegie brought with
bim, with the necessary affidavits to support
tie claim. He le & the meeting of the iron-
masters at New York last Friday and come
over to Washington to lay the case before
the President. The latter at once forwarded
the papers to Commissioner Raum with the
request that they receive immediate atten-
tion. .
Mr. Carnegie said that if any legal tech-
picality was ound in the way of granting
the pension, he would deposit the necessary
funda in the Treasory and have them paid
out in the usual way, for he conld not go
buck to Scotland and make another speech
